Ending in a 12-12 tie, which 
found the Whites no more suc¬ 
cessful with extra-point booting 
than the Red & Whites, the game 
uncovered a lot more weak¬ 
nesses.

Boys forgot to delay 
when going out for a pass, or 
they didn’t fake right or,” he 
continued, “they didn’t take three 
steps and cut back as they 
should.”

get,” Toncoff noted.

"Wre're continuing to work on 
blocking and tackling,” Fyalka 
said, “but in addition, we’re do- 
iig a lot of pratice on offensive 
and defensive plays.”

“We want to give every boy a 
chance, so we'll probably hold 
off on selecting the starting line¬ 
up until a day or two before the 
game,” the new Prather coach 
said. “We do have a number of 
boys now who are capable of 
starting,” he added. 

Fyalka lists 39 ninth grade 
players still out for football and 
another 21 from the eighth grade 
ranks. Considering that only 11 
can actually start Thursday, this 
represents a lot of sorting out. 
But many more than 11 boys will 
see action-against Bethalto. That 
is certain.

One of the most heartening aspects of the 
central business district study—and of downtown 
businessmen's reaction to it—is the positive, real¬ 
istic approach. 

Needs are discussed frankly. Specific reme¬ 
dial steps are outlined. The most challenging of 
three possible goals — major renewal achieved 
through an eight-phase master plan—is recognized 
as necessary. 

Also encouraging is the widespread realiza¬ 
tion that action is urgent. Even though the impact 
of some trends may not be felt keenly for, some 
years, they cannot be altered in a meaningful way 
unless a start is made now. 

Other positive notes, which are not enough 
in themselves but which can be elements of the 
solution, include these survey statements: 

"Granite City . . . has the soundest industrial 
base of all the areas analyzed." 

‘The increase in population, coupled with a 
tendency of the average age to decline, has caused - 
an increase in the number of persons in the prime 
working age groups. This situation normally forces 
the economic base to expand." 

"Effective buying income per household has 
increased more rapidly in Granite City than in 
some of the other areas studied, and the average 
is greater than the national average. Income dis¬ 
tribution is also good." 

"Granite City as a whole has a good or 
excellent future.” 

“Individual merchants can do a great deal to 
solve existing problems." 

Business, government and, most of all, imagi¬ 
nation must be mobilized. Hard work, expendi¬ 
tures, unselfishness will be essential. 

But it will be well worth it because, as the 
S1U Business Research Bureau says. "The ‘Illinois 
sector needs a leadership community to provide 
the stimulus and to act as the catalyst in making 
it a vibrant, thriving socio-economic complex. 
Granite City could become this community."

Appropriate Memorials to 
War Hero, Garden Wizard 

Fitting memorials have been chosen for two 
revered Quad-Cityans. 

The Navy will name a new destroyer escort 
vessel for Commander David Connolc of Madison, 
commander of the submarine Trigger when it was 
lost in action with the enemy off the coast of 
Japan in world war II. The Granite City park dis¬ 
trict will name the central garden area of Wilson 


Park in honor of the late Ernst Sieveking, whose 
35 years as park superintendent were noted for 
outstanding Horal displays. 

Their contributions, defense of world free¬ 
dom and fostering of beauty and recreation, bad 
no similarity, but the actions of both men have 
helped measurably to improve life in this com¬ 
munity. 

Dedication^ of Sieveking Gardens Sept. 25 
and of the U.S.S. Connole next August will be 
occasions.of great significance to the Quad-Cities. 

Financing, Procedures of Interstate 
Pure Air Pact Are Important Points 

There is no question but that air pollution is 
a regional matter; air flows freely without regard 
to municipal, county or state boundaries, as Chair¬ 
man Green of the Missouri Air Conservation Com¬ 
mission said in Granite City last week. 

Because this is true, sooner or later there 
undoubtedly will be an interstate compact between 
Illinois and Missouri; Illinois and Indiana already 
have such an air pollution compact. However, 
there are many differences between the traditional 
type of interstate control body and the kind advo¬ 
cated by Mr. Green. 

Four major differences are: 

1. Financing. The lllinois-lndiana program 
is financed by the two states, with federal par¬ 
ticipation. The Green plan also would utilize 
federal aid but suggests property taxes as the 
most likely source of non-federal revenue. 

It also suggests a yearly budget of over 
$1 million, vastly more than would seem to be 
needed. Perhaps in Missouri, which has numerous 
small manufacturing firms, substantial spending 
would be necessary. But in the Illinois Metropoli¬ 
tan Area, which has about 80 heavy industries, 
the task of inspecting facilities and evaluating indi¬ 
vidual abatement programs is relatively easy. In 
Granite City, much of this work already has been 
done by the city's extremely active air control 

2. Use of police power. Both agencies would 
have full enforcement power. But under the 
lllinois-lndiana compact complaints are handled 
first by the local board and then by the state; if 
they fail to act within a reasonable time the inter¬ 
state body cracks down. Mr. Green proposes that 
an elected or appointed two-state body have sole 
enforcement power. 

3. State government role. The interstate 
compact that has been under study would cover 
the entire border between Illinois and Missouri. 
The Missouri official would restrict this to the 
St. Louis metropolitan statistical area defined by 
the Census Bureau. He would inject a Missouri 
voice into Madison, St. Clair and Monroe county 
decisions, but exclude Illinois consideration of 
statewide economic factors, such as usage of 
Illinois coal. 

4. Confidence in local-level authorities. He 
concludes that there is too much suspicion and 
doubt to justify trusting such agencies as the 
Granite City board that he was addressing. He 
sees a single enforcement agency as the answer; 
but he does not explain how Illinoisans could 
overcome their distrust of how such an agency 
might interpret a mission which he describes as 
"forestalling the creation of new sources of pollu¬ 
tion." The decision to approve or block the pro¬ 
posed 9000-acre Madison county industrial park 
would be left to a board that he infers might be 
composed mostly of Missourians.
